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DEAN RUHL REVEALS REASONS FOR 
STUDENT COUNSELING SERVICES 


Dean Ruhl was asked today by your reporter, Chris 
Christopher, WHAT’S THIS BIT ABOUT A COUNSELING 
DEPARTMENT? 


His reply — Yes, we have started setting up services 
for our student personnel. You see—things are complicated 
for the student today. He has lots of problems. What kind 
of a job he should aim for? How can he bring that D up 
to a B? What 4-year college will give him the course that 
he wants? What subjects should he take next semester? 
How can he select the work that he’s best fitted to do? 
Where can he get the money for next semester? 


The student has many decisions to make. We’ve got 
to give him some help. The student needs someone who 
works for HIM, not for the administration or the teachers 
or his parents but just for him. This is what our counselors 
do. — Church Stafford, Cecilia Furlotte and Alan Seigel 
are here. Can you tell Chris, Church, what our N.E.C.C. 
Counselors have been doing? 


STAFFORD — Our big job this fall has been to help 
the students, who want to transfer, in the selection of a 
four year college. We are building an extensive file of four- 
year college catalogs and are visiting and writing colleges 
which have not previously accepted transfers in order to 
help place our students. When we contact these colleges, 
we discuss our curriculum, as it compares to their require- 
ments, and do all we possibly can to gain acceptance for 
our students there. 


WELL, WHAT ABOUT THE STUDENTS WHO 
HAVE LOW MARKS? 


We very much want to help on that. We’ve worked out 
arrangements with the faculty so that recommended stu- 
dent tutors will be available to help students with low 
marks. (The tutors would be paid by the students.) But 
there’s a lot more involved than academic tutoring. Some 
of our students are working long hours outside of school. 
Many times we can help them get financial aid so they will 
have more time to put on their studies. Some of them have 
other problems, too. 


YOU MEAN YOU GET INTO PERSONAL STUFF? 


Only if the student wants to talk about it — and then 
we're glad to listen. 


THEN YOU’LL TELL HIM WHAT TO DO. 


Nope. We don’t tell him what to do. He’s got to decide 
that. But there are lots of ways we can help. 


WHAT ABOUT THE GUY OR GIRL WHO IS WON- 
DERING ABOUT WHAT KIND OF JOB HE’D DO BEST 
AT? 

Well, there are a number of tests that can be very 


helpful and we may be able to make other suggestions as 
we get to know this student better. 


I SUPPOSE YOU CHECK ALL THINGS OUT AND 
PUT THEM IN HIS RECORD? 


Not at all. No, Sir. What takes place is the student’s 
business and is confidential. We do not put it in his record 
or pass information on to his parents or teachers unless he 
wants us to. 


YOU SAID THERE’S FINANCIAL AID AVAILABLE? 


Yes, we’ve got student jobs going begging right now. 
I’d appreciate it of you’d give this some publicity. There 
have been very few applications—what we had were mostly 
from Seniors. 


WHAT KIND OF JOBS? 


Oh, Lab assistants, classroom aids, secretaries, library 
assistants, building and grounds people — they all can be 
done right here at school between classes. 


HOW DO THEY GET THE JOBS? 


They make out an application which shows they need 
a job. But they can also get loans and outright grants of 
money if their need is great enough.
